A Chicago Doctor's Remedy for 
Pneumonia. 


After „ experimenting for several 
months, Dr. W. Byron Coakicy, of 
Chicago, has discovered, he believes, 
a method of curing pneumonia by 
means of sodium chloride. He uses 
an instrument invented by himself, 
ahead tho organo meter“ This 
overcomes all objections to the use 
of a liquid injection, he explains, in 
that it reaches the diseased portion 
(of the lungs without any injury to 
those organs. It does this by the 
une of a line gold needle that punc- 
tures the lungs and spreads the so- 
lution. When tho lungs have been 
reached the sodium chloride is 
pumped into them and takes im- 
mediate effect. 

The heated solution. when it 
reaches the bacteria, the physician 
explains, first inhibits their growth 
and nm destroys them, the salt 
acting all the time as an antiseptic 
of an effective tape. 

After the salt solution cools to 
the body temperature, it is absorbed 
into the blogd and dees not clog up 
the lungs. In doing this it protects 
ithe red corpuscles against destruc- 
tion by the poison of pneumonia and 
its accumulation of carbon oxide.

A Large Number on the Fill

til recently that there are many cave 
dwellers along a part of the Hoang 
iio or Yellow River.

M.S. Prince George, at Portsmouth, 
recently got in 1.200 tons at the re

Last year saw two bther amazing — 
pieces of sca work. At the Dover 
National Harbor Works, one day 
last summer, no fower than forty 
* the gigantic concrete foundation 
blocks were laid between eight in 
the morning and five at night. These 
blocks weigh forty tons apiece, so 
the amount of stone laid during that 
day was 1,600 tons. About the 
same time the enormous dredger 
Samson had un ometal trial in Drie 
bane Harbor, and broke the world’s 
record for this kind of work by 
bringing up 11.000 cubic yards of 
stull within sixty minutes.

For over an hour he ‘die 
cussed the question with Mr. Fite 
patrick, taking the ground that, as 
the jury were unaple to find Ries 
guilty of having fired the fatal ehot, 
he could not be guilty of murder. 
Under these clicumstunces, be con- 
tended that the extreme penalty of 
the law should not be exacted in 
Rice's case, because he had not 
actually committed the deed. He 
had to admit, however, that the 
common design for the escase of the 
prisoners was aguinst Rice, 

Mr. Robinette stated that he had 
hopes of securing the commutation 
of the death sentence. The counsel 
aw Mr. Fitzpatrick after the meet 
ing of the Cabinet, at which the 
case was considered, and when he 
learned that there were only five 
Ministers present, Mr. Robinette 
strongly urged a respite until Oc- 
tober, in order that the question of 
life or death might be determined hy 
all the Ministers, 

It is understood, however, that the 
Cabinet, while recognizing fully the 
able defence made by Mr. Robinette, 
and taking all the circumstances into 
consideration, consider the case is 
not one which calls for executive

It was handed down to the [sracl- 
ites in an oral way for about one 
thousand years, when it became cor- 
rupt and neglected, like other laws 
of long standing when there is no 
one to enforce them. 

About six centuries ago the Chris- 
tian era, the great Sankedrim was 
formed; it consisted of seventy-two 
men, who compiled the oral law to 
a written law, adding to it, besides 
the moral, every possible sanitary 
regulation that may benefit human 
health and life. This tribunal cnact- 
wl laws to improve every possible 
means of securing healthy food, 
clothing and shelter, and cstablish- 
ed minor judiciary courts in every 
possible community, and gave these 
courts the right to bring before 
themselves any one who violated the 
sanitary measures. The laws of the 
Sanhedrim were enforced and | well 
kept : ö 

FOR HUNDREDS OF YEARS, 
during the time that Judea could 
establish and enforce its own laws, 
but wen it fell under the sover- 
eiguty of the Romans, they were un- 
able to enforce the laws with Ro- 
man influence; consequently, they 
were kept only by the pious Jews. 

The infidels could not be compelled 
to keep the commands under the 
Roman law. Hence the pious Jobs 
of the sixth century appealed to the 
Roman Emperor Jistinian, under 
whose reign a code was compiled by 
sixteen eminent jurists, establishing 
laws for all Roman States, and 
quoting decisions mostly from ‘the 
Jewish Talmud, including many 
moral and sanitary measures, which 
is now termed the Justinian Law. 
Besides adopting many of the Tal- 
mudic laws, which did not differ 
from the Mosaic, they added many 
practical and sanitary regulations. 
It is to the Justinian Law that our 
present civilization is indebted . for 
t is 
to the laws of Justininn that we are 
indebted far the prohibition of the 
marriage consanguinity. The com- 
bination of the Mosaic, Talmudic 
and Justinian laws forms a fair code 
for the preservation of human life. 
The Bible itself is one of the very 
best text books on hygiene that has 
ever been written. He who strictly 
follows its teachings will be a per 
fect sanitarian. We must learn,”’ | 
says a distinguished writer, to re- 
gard physical as well as moral sins} 
as greatly displeasing in the sight | 
of God.“ 

Jewish hygiene and diet are well 
known for their regulation to heal- 
thy food, fer the Jews are restricted 
to certain fish of the waters and cer- 
tuin beasts of the field. It is from 
the Mosaic Law that we have learn- 
ed to legislate against unwholesome 
food, especially of animal food. Ev- 
ery one of us knows with what care 


| the Jews kill their cattle and their 


fowl, and with what care the au 
topsics are made on the animals 
before they are declared fit for use: 
The sanitary laws of Moses pro- 
vided f the segregation of lepers 
and the fumigation and destruction 
of infected clothing. These had 
great influence on Christian nations

Lock at them as teey come, young 
and old, sound and halt, thremquar- 
ters of them are true Londoners, 
bred and born.

Many of these 
women will have to migrate to find 
husbands.

And 
then the old people of over seventy~ 
five ; see, there is a band of them 
far over 50,000 strong, mostly Mo- 
men. They would fll Inverness and 
Perth, would these old Londoners.

Some of these people who pass by 
us have married young enough in all 
conscience. Why, ten of those girls 
of fifteen are wives. More remark- 
able still there are two widows of 
sixteen ; one lives in Bermondsey, 
and the other in Westminster.  Lon- 
don has only three boy-husbands un- 
der seventeen. : 

Who have those fifteen-year-old 
wives married? Well, one has mar- 
ried a boy of twenty ; two have mar-

Their businesses are num- 
berless. There are even twenty-eight 
female blacksmiths, of whom eleven 
are single women.

The World's Largest Hopyards. 

It is not generally known, but the 
largest hopyards in the world are 
in California, along the Sacramento, 
Russian and Feather rivers, and the 
very biggest bopficld on earth ts at 
Pleasanton, in Alameda county, where 
there are 368 acres, with more than 
445,000 vines under one wire. 

As the picking must all be done by 
hand and within the short season 
when the blossoms are at their best, an 
army of people bas to be suddenly 
mustered for the harvest. The mild 
climatic conditions that favor the de- 
velopment of the hop and the pleasant 
inland valleys where it is grown com- 
bine to make hop picking something 
of a summer time delight, for the work 
is neither difficult nor arduous, and 
the pay is fair. 

There are but two drawbacks to 
hop picking. One Is so called hop 
poisoning, which is simply a sort of 
prickly heat or rash sometimes pro- 
duced by contact of face and arms 
with the nettlelike fuzz on the stalks 
of the hop vine. It does not-affect all 
pickers. The other is the dark stain- 
ing of the hands resulting from the 
resin of the blossom. It may! be re 
moved by rubbing with the ¢rushed 
green leaves of the hop. 


The Halbard. 

Halbard is the arms carry'd by the 
serjeants of foot and dragoons; the 
head of the halbard ought to be a foot 
or 15 inches long; one end ought to be 
hollow to receive the staff, but the 
other broad, ribb'd in the middle, edg'd 
on both sides and drawing to a point, 
like the point of a two edged sword. 
On one side of the head is likewlse 
fixed a plece In form of a half moon or 
star, and on the other a broad point of 
four inches long, crooked a little, 
which is very commodious for drawing 
fascihes, gablons or whatever obstacle 
happen in the way. The staff of the 
halbard is about five feet long and an 
inch and half diameter, made of ash or 
other hard wood. 

Halbards are very useful in deter 
mining the ground betwixt the ranks, 
and for dressing the ranks and files of 
a battalion, and likewise for chastising 
the soldiers.—Gentleman'’s Directory, 
1705. ;

The official returns just published of 
the total casualties in the Boer war 
tell an appalling tale of bloodshed and 
loss. On the British side alone there 

450 deaths, 22,829 men 

ed, and 9,553 prisoners 

and missing; 75,430 were sent home 
as invalids, and the net reduction of 
our military forces amounted to .- 
44 men. e Boer losses we do not 
know, and probably they will never 
be known with any exactness. The 
above totals present a remarkable con- 
trast tothe estimates formed at the 
early part of the war. Ministers 
thought thatif they made provision 
for the relatives of 3,000 soldiers killed 
More than seven 
times that number have met their 
death, either in battle or from wounds 
or disease.

The Paris Well Sensation. 
The rapid recovery of Joshua San- 
ford, who lay for over four days in 
a well on the Skelley farm in South 
Dumfries, near Paris, has been as re- 
markable as was the vitality, presence 
of mind and great ingenuity displayed 
by the young man during his im- 
risonment. "He was for some eighty/ 
wurs without food or water and for 
one entire day and night lay under a 
pie of bricks and sand which covered 
nim from his chin to his feet, and 
which pinioned him so completely 
that he had only the partial use of 
one hand. 

Sanford was engulfed by the col- 
lapse of the well on Tuesday, June 24, 
at 2 o'clock in the afternoon. The 
well, which was dry, was eighty-six 
feet deep, and he had been boring to 
a depth of 150 feet for water. A por- 
tion of this boring had been through 
quicksand formation, and the disturb- 
ance caused by the drill resulted in 
the sinking of the well. Sanford was 
being drawn to the surface by a rope, 
when the brick walls collapsed and 
buried him. His body lodged in a 
cavity about fifty-six feet from the 
surface, and he secured air through a 
pipe which ran down the well A 
shaft dug beside the well for his res- 
cue had almost reached him on Thurs- 
day, June 26. at 11.40 o'clock, when a 
second cave-in ot the well occurred, 
and, belieying that the young man 
had been killed, the rescuing party 
abandoned the work. After four 
hours of cessation from work San- 
ford was heard crying for help, and 
the deepening of the shaft was re- 
to the 
workers. Sanford was finally res- 
cued at 5.35 o'clock on Saturday, hav- 
ing spent ninety-nine and one half 
hours in the well.

RUBBER FROM THE AMAZON. 


Quantity Exported Is Growing ~ 
Working the Whole Field. 


The dense forests of the Amazon, 
Whose rubber producing plants yield 
the greater part of the world’s sup- 
ply of caoutchouc, have never before 
been visited by so many rubber hun- 
ters as in the past year. Large 
areas of rubber lands in the far in- 
terior, which until recently had nev- 
er contributed to the supply, are be- 
ginning to augment the annual 
yield of the Amazon basin. As an 
example of the increasing produc- 
tivity of the far inland regions, the, 
shipments from Iquitos, at the base 
of the Andes Mountains, may be 
mentioned During the year 1900 
the shipments of Iquitos to the At- 
lantic amounted to 920 tons. A 
year later the shipments had in- 
creased to 1.391 tons or a gain of 
5O per cent. in a year.- It is pre- 
dicted that the present year will 
show a still larger gain and that 
the upper Amazon and its tributar 
ies, in the course of a few years, 
will produce as much rubber as the 
lower river. 

At the end of December last the 
quantity of raw rubber brought in- 
to the port of Para from the caout~- 
chouc gathering grounds was nearly 
one-third greater than in the fre- 

ing year. The quantity shipped 
direct to fereign countries from the 
Amazon River port of Manaos in 
1901 was nearly double that of any 
earlier year. 

At latest accounts there was every 
possible prospect that the collection | 
of rubber this vear would beat the 
record of 1901. Thirty small 
steamers in February last left Para 
and Mangos for the far inland tri- 
butaries of

God speak? the words of our lesson 
to the people (chapter xix). It was 
a day unlike any before or since in 
the history of the world. So won- 
derful was it that a peope should 
hear the voice of God out of the 
midst of the fire that the fact is 
stated ten times (Deut. iv., 12, 15, 
33, 36; v., 4. 22, 24, 24: ix. 10: K. 
4). He first reminds them that their 
redemption from Egypt was wholly 
His doing, without any help of 
theirs, for salvation is of the 
Lord“ (Jonah li. 9), and He never 
asks an unredeemed soul to keep 
His commandments. He often re- 
minded them that He brought them 
forth from Egypt (Ex. vi, 7: Lev. 
xi, 45; xxii, 33; xxv, 38, 42; xxvi, 
13; Ps. Ixxxi, 10), which He called 
an iron furnace (Deut. iv, 20 1 
Kings viii, 51; Jer. xi, 4), that they 
might be His own people and serve 
Him. : 
3. Thou shalt have no other gods 
before Me. 


Since they were redeemed dy the 
only living and true God to make 
Him a name on the carth in the 
sight of all nations, (II Sam. vii, 
23; Isa. Ixiii, 12, 14) therefore they 
were forbidden to have aught to do 
in any way with the goods 
of nations, idols of wood 
and stone, the work of men's hands 
(Il Kings xviii, 36, 37; Jer. x, 10, 
11). 

4, 6. I the Lord thy God am a 
jealous God. 


God is called jealous just seven 
times. The other six places are 
cx. xXxxiv, 14; Deut. fv, 24; v. 9; 
vi, 15; Josh. xxiv, 19; Nah i, 2, 
and in all but the last He is so 
spoken of in connection with the 
worship of idols. The word trans- 
lated jealous also means to buy, 
purchase or redeem. We are re 
deemed to be a people for His own 
possession (Tit. ij, 14. R. v, and 
He Wants us all for Himself. Idols 
are works of men's hands, and it is 
surely silly to bow down to that. 
which we can make, as it our own 
works which we have made could 
tare for us. In Deut. iv, 15, 16, 
the reason for this second command- 
ment is given. We are not apt to 
bow down to graven images, but if 
anything is tolerated in our hearts’ 
atiections that prevents our Lord 
Jesus from having first place we are 
grieving the Holy Spirit. 

7. Thou shalt not take the name 
ol the Lord thy God in vain, for the 
Lord will not hold him guiltless 
that taketh His name in vain. 

The name above every name must 
be ever hallowed as Jesus taught us 
to pray (Matt. vi, 9). Not only is 
all kind of so called profanity for- 
bidden, but as the name stands for 
the character (Ex. xxxiv, 5-7), all 
that would in any Way belittle the 
character of God must be carefully 
avoided. We are here to honor Him 
in every Way and maunily His name, 
for there are 80 many who blaspheme 
that worthy or beautiful or honor 
able name by the which ye are call- 
ed (Jus. ii, 7). See God's abhor- 
rence of everything that is merely 
outward in Isa. xxix, 13 ; Ezek, 
xxxili, 30, 32, and in His condemna- 
tion of the Pharisees. (Matt. xxii, 5). 
It may help some one if I pass on 
right here a word of explanation 
given to me by an aged and de- 
vout servant of Christ who is very 
familiar with Hebrew concerning a 
passage which long perplexed me 
“Thou hast magnified Thy, word 
above all Thy name” (Ps. cxxxviii, 
2). He said as I asked him con- 
cerning it: Did you ever write a 
check ? After filling in the amount 
what did you do ?"" I signed my 
name. Les, he aid, and thus 
you magnified your word over your 
name. And the sense of abo e“ 
here is oer. tle has magnified 
His word by His name, and Hf we 
dishonor his word we ill treat His 
name. 

8-11. Remember the Sabbath day 
to keep it holy.

of drums with rack teeth bolied on a 
frame exactly opposite each other 
on cither side of the stack, of wire 
repes attached to both of each pair 
of drums and passing over the stack, 
and of a lever, each stroke of Which 
tightens the wire ropes. 

The framing consists of as many 
timbers as there are pairs of drums.) 
and these are let into the ground, 
Jevel with the surface, 8 feet apart, 
and are long enough to project 2 
feet bavend each side of the stack. 
Pieces of rough wood placed cross 
wise on the floor of the stack pre 
vent the timbers from pulling up 
into the stack The spaces between 
these pieces of woot are filled solid 
With earth so as to prevent the pre 
sence of any air spaces, which would 
cause mold in the stack. After each 
days stacking, the ropes are drawn 
ns tight as one man’s strength can 
make them. 

It is important to finish of the 
stack at the top with a day’s stack 
ing of the wettest and most succu⸗ 
lent portion of the crop, as it is 
there that overheating is most apt 
to occur, The utmost pressure must 
be applied from the first day's stack- 
ing, as if this precaution is neglect- 
ed the heat is liable to increase he- 
yond the required limits. After the 
crop is stacked, the wire ropes 
should be tightened carefully for sev- 
eral days, so as to take up slack 
caused by the stack settling. When 
it is desired to use the fodder, the 
wire ropes are thrown off from one 
pair of drums at a time, so as to 
leave the pressure undisturhed on 
the rest of the stack, and the silage 
cut dowp the full width of the stack, 


BEST BUTTER PRODUCERS. 


The exceptional richness of the 
milk of the Jersey cows has carned 
for that breed a world-wide celebrity, 
In some of the milking contests 
which are held in conmetion with 
several of the leading crosschannel 
shows, animals of this breed have 
for years been liguring to great ad- 
vantage. Their excellence as butter- 
producing cattle was again well ex- 
emplified at the great annual show 
of the Royal Jersey Agricultural So- 
ciety this year, where a special but 
ter test was brought off, and where 
no fewer than 46 animals coinpeted 
for the several prizes offered. The 
mk of ordinary cows that produces 
1 pound of butter to every 21 gal- 
ions ef milk is considered very fair 
quality; by way of contrast with this 
it is interesting to know that sev- 
eral of the cows competing ht this 
butter test produced milk of such 
extraordinary richness that it only 
took about half the quantity of or- 
dinary milk to produce 1 pound of 
butter. * 

The cow which carried off the gold 
medal and £10 ;rize was four years 
old, and calved on the Ist March. 
She was thus 67 days in milk, and 
on the day of the test she produced 
within a small fraction of 4 gallons 
of milk. On being churned, this 
milk gave 3 Ibe. 3 oz. of butter, or 
at the rate of 1 Ih. of butter to 
every 13 Ibs. of milk.

The great northern forest belt 
everywhere the same characteristic 
features. The trees, as a rule. are 
not large and 
part of nine specios—black 
white spruce, Banksian pine, larch 
balsam fir, aspen, balsam poplar, 
canoe birch and bird cherry, 
several kinds of small willows. The 
spruces, spread all through the belt, 
thrive further to the north than any 


ot the other varieties. 


There are great forest fires in this 
tree belt, but we seldom hear ot 
them. They are mostly due to 
lightning in the summer time. The 
donditions are then perfect for great 
forest fires, the pitchy trees burning 
with almost explosive rapidity. Some 
of the fires have been known to run 
over 150 miles in ten hours, or 
the rate ‘of fifteen miles an hour. 
These fires account for the patchy 
appearance of the great northern 
forests. If a person stands at a 
height whero he can look over a 
wide region he bees that all a ge 
the forest, are different shades of 
green covering larger or smaller 
areas. These shades of color repre 
sent growths of different ages be- 
ginning after forest fires of different 
periods. This process of growth and 
destruction is going on all the 
while. 

Sometimes the areas destroyed em- 
brace thousands of square miles.

Bring the juice o 
boiling again, and as soon as it be- 
gins to thicken on the pan, remove 
from the fire, add the sugar quickly, 
stir well, and remove the scum, then 
turn at once into the glasses.

Aaron was Moses’ mouth 
or spokesman, and Moses was to 
him instead of God (Ex. iv, 16; vii, 
1); but, Moses being absent, he, like 
a false prophet, speaks out of his 
own heart this evil advice (Jer. 
XXIII, 16). He has no word of warn-~ 
ing or help for them as from God.

WHAT TO DO WITH CHEESE. 


Lovers of cheese will appreciate 
So-called dream cakes, which have 
almost superseded Welsh rabbit: 
Spread thin siices of bread with but- 
ter, make these into sandwiches with 
grated or -finely cut cheese and pre- 
pared mustard for a filling, and fry 
in a little het butter, brewing them 
Well on both sides Still another 
excellent cheese dish consists 
cheese added to a good cream sauce 
and poured over sliced toast. 

Bits of cheese, either cream or the 
harder cheeses, should never 
thrown away, for several varieties 
tan be blended together with added 
seasoning with excellent effect. F 
example, cream 
fort cheese can be mashed together 
with a fork and mixed with a little 
butter and rolled into balls with the 
hand and served with salad. Cream 
cheese is savory mate into balls, the 
seasoning depending largely upon the 
palates of the persons to whem it 


is to be served. Cho chives, 
onion or parsley can a te it 
and a little cream ff it is\too stiff. 


It can be arranged on a plate ‘in 4 


mound or rolled into balls. 

There are many ways of arranging 
crackers with cheese to serve with 
salad. Either crisp soda crackers 
or water biscuits are used. When 
the water biscuit is to be prepared, 
it should be moistened with hot wa- 


ter and treated with a little melted: 


butter and French mustard: then 
sprinkle with a layer ot grated 
cheese and «sprinkle with paprika. 
Place them in a hot oven until the 
cream is hot and creamy. 

Cheese Canapes.—Cut. bread into 
slices one-half inch thick: stamp 
them with a biscuit cutter into cir- 
cles; then, moving the cutter to one 
side, cut them into crescent form, 
or if preferred, cut the bread into 
strips three inches long, and one and 
one-half inches wide. Fry them in 
a little butter on both sides to an 
amber color; cover them with a 
thick layer of grated cheese, sprinkle 
with salt, pepper and a dash of cay- 
enne.

PECULIAR FUNCTIONS. . 
Lieutenant-Governorship 


The post rendered. vacant by the 
death of Lord Henniker, Lieutenant- 
Governor of the Isle of Man, does 
not rank very high in the scale of 
Governorships, but the peculiarly 
varied functions which its eccupent 
is expected to perform makes it an 
excellent school for more important 
positions. 

The Lieutenant-Governor of the 
Isle of Man, wrote Sir Spencer Wal- 
pole, before his transfer from Mona 
to St. Martin’sle-Grand, sees More 
of the various machinery of govern- 
ment on a small stale than many 
in the British empire. In the first 
place he is Chancellor, and sits 
(with assessors) as Chancellor; in 
the next place he is president of the 
Common Law Courts, and always 
presides at the Gaol Delivery, in the

cil which is our insular House of 
Lords; and in the fourth place he 
presides in the Yynwald court, in 
which the two branches of the Legis- 
lature sit together and vote separ- 
ately (just as the English Parlia- 
ment did in the days of the Planta- 
genets). In addition to this, the 
Governor is his own Minister, his 
own financier, and his own Home 
Secretary, and is occasionally ob- 
liged to explain and defend his own 
policy both in the Council and in 
the Tynwald Court.

HINTS ON ECONOMICAL PORK | 
PRODUCTION. 


The Parnitr—-May Make 
Plants the Item 
His Pig Feed. 


In the past some ovjections have 
been raised by the packers re the | 
use of forage plants and roots for 
pork production, but the light of 
recent experiments would scem to) 
feurs or objections 
groundless in fact, the good = in- 
fluence of a considerable proportion 
of green feed or roots in the ration 
of a pig can scarcely be overestimat- 
ed. It has long deen known that 
skim milk has a most beneficial in- 
fluence upon the thrift of the pork- 
ers and quality of the Fork, even 
when the amount fed forms only u 
small part of the ration. Green food 
and roots seem in a large measure 
to be capable of supplementing the 
new,—in view of the tremendous ex- 
pansion in the Canadian bacon in- 
dustry,—quite inadequate supply of 
dairy by-products, for use in pig 
feeding. The farmer whose condi- 
tions permit may go even further 
than ta use forage plants as 4 
supplementary food. He may even 
make them the chief item of his pig 
feed if he is careful to use a good 
proportion of grain, (oats, peas and 
barley); during the last month of 
the feeding period. 

As the season is rather far ad- 
vanced for an exhaustive discussion 
of forage crops suitable for this pur- 
pose, I shall confine my remarks to 
such as are ; 

STILL SEASONABLE. 


Clover.—Probably ‘no crop is bet- 
ter adapted to young pigs than 
clover, and a bit of clover stubble 
used for this purpose will. give very 
good returns. So far as our experi- 
ments go, the pork so produced is 
of good quality. 

Rape.—Of all the crops used here 
50 far for pasturing pigs, rape quite 
easily stands first. The principal 
points in its favor are :—(1) its 
quick growth, (2) ita wide range, as 
it grows well in almost any kind of 
land, (8) its long season, as it may 
be sowh as late as September and 
stilt do fairly well, (4) its evident) 
palatability, as the pigs eat 
greedily, and (5) its good = effect 
upon the quality of the bacon, pro- 
ducing as it does, almost invariably 
a good firm carcass. Rape may be 
expected to be fit for pasturage from | 
6 to 8 weeks from date of sowing. 
It should be sown in rows about 24) 
inches apart, since when so grown it 
gives the greatest return per acre, | 
and is best adapted for pasturing. | 
It should be sown fairly thickly in 
the rows, say three pounds of seed | 
per acre. An acro may be expected | 
to carry from 20 to 40 Pigs | 
through a season, depending on the 
season and the condition of the 
crop when the pigs are turned in.

Probably the 
simplest and most satisfactory method 
is that of the use of bisulphide of car- 
bon, an inflammable liquid which an 
exposure to air volatizes into a yapor 
that is very destructive to animal life, 

This substance has been used for 
some time in the West for destroying 
boner squirrels, and has also n 

1 used for destroying insects in 

and factories. It has often been 
recommended and utilized to destroy 
woodchucks, but its merits for the 
purpose do not seem to be very gener- 
9 appreciated. 

series of experiments covering 
several seasons use of carbon bisul- 
hide as a woodchuck exterminator 
as lately been reported by the New 
Hampshire Experiment Station, the 
results of which are herewith sum- 
marized :~- 

Sosuccessful have these experiments 
been that the plan is strongly recom- 
mended for more general adoption. 
One special advantage of carbon bisul- 
phide is thatits yapor is more than 
twice as heavy as air, so that in a 
woodchuck burrow it will follow along 
the hole until it reaches the bottom, 
crowding the air above it to the ton. 
As the animal is likely to bein the 
lower part of the burrow it is almost 
certain to inhale the poisonous yapor 
and be killed. 

The equipment necessary for this 
sort of woodchuck hunt consists of a 
bottle of carbon bisulphide, a bundle 
of old‘cotton or other cloth, a pail and 
aspade, The pail is first filled with 
dirt and set near the hole ready to 
turn in; then a piece of cloth is held 
between thumb and finger, saturated 
with about an ounce of the liquid, and 
immediately thrown as far into the 
burrow as possible. The pail of dirt is 
quickly thrown into the hole and the 
entrance carefully closed. If there is 
more than one entrance, all but one 
should be filled in before the treat- 
ment. This method not only kills the 
old woodchuck, but destroys in a 
humane manner the young in the bur- 
row. It has, too, the additional ad- 
yantage that the animal is not only 
killed but is buried, and the hole is 
filled, so that considerable time is thus 
saved. A large number of experi- 
ments have been made, and in only a 
very few cases were the holes re- 
ypened, and in each instance there 
was conclusive evidence that they had 
been opened from the outside by wood- 
chueks burrowing into them. 

PRECAUTIONS TO BE OpsERVED.—It 
should be distinctly understood by 
every one who use carbon bisulphide 
for any purpose that it is highly yola- 
tile, inflammable and poisonous, and 
it is also highiy explosive. With any 
reasonable care in its use, however, 
out of doors, no ill results can follow. 
Used as described above there is no 
necessity for one to inhale the vapor. 
and asmall quantity in a glass s*top- 
pered bottle may be safely stored 
away in a cool place. Of course it 
must be kept out of the reach of child- 
ren, and away from fire of any kind.
